CROCKETT, Aug. 1O—The mystery surrounding the greatest robbery in the 


history of California was solved at daylight this morning. Prisoner Winters made a 
confession that he committed the great Selby robbery. 
, 


He took the officers to the spot where he had buried the money in shallow water, about 400 yards 


from the Selby Smelting Works. 
He carried the gold bars away in sacks to a point on the railroad trestle 


and then dumped them into the bay. Up to 9 o'clock this morning gold bars to the value of $130,000 had 
been recovered.

Jack Winters has confessed 


and $130,000 of the missing gold 


was recovered up to 9 o'clock 


this morning. 


The detectives will have the 


balance of the missing gold bars 


before the day is over.

The story of the find is an in- 


teresting one. 


Last night Jack Winters, the 


suspect, made a confession to 


the San Francisco police and told 


them how he stole the gold bars 


and where he placed them. 


Shortly after 
midnight 
this 


morning the detectives, accom- 


panied by the prisoner, boarded 


the tug Sea Witch and started for 


Crockett. 


They arrived at this place long 


before daylight and had to wait 


for a time. 


At 5 o'clock this morning, just 


as daylight broke, the party land-, 


ed from the tug at Crockett and 


Winters, in the lead, told the de- 


tectives he would -take them to 


the spot where the gold bars; 


were buried. 


The prisoner kept his word. 


He pointed out the place where 


he had buried the money and 


$130,000 was soon recovered. 


The point where the money 


was found buried in the bay is 


near a little trestle about four 


hundred yards north of the Selby 


Smelting Works. 


Winters says that he planned 


and executed-the,4-obbery him- 


self. 


He worked the tunnel and 


when he finally got into the 


strong box he tackled the gold 


bars alone. 


The gold bars were taken out 


in a sack. 


Winters made thirteen trips 


from the strong box to the point 


where he dumped the bars into 


the bay. 


He carried the bars in the 


sack on his shoulder. 


On the first eleven trips he 


simply emptied the sacks into the 


shallow waters of the bay. 


On the last two trips he 


dumped two 
sacks into 
the 


water, leaving the gold bars in 


them. 


When daylight arrived the offi- 


cers proceeded with the search. 


There were in the party Con- 


stable Jack Williamson of Oak- 


land, Captain Seymour of San 


Francisco, Captain I. W. Lees,

county. 


Detective Gibson, who arrested 


Winters, was the first man per- 


mitted-to make the search in 


the water. 


The water was about three 


feet deep and in a few minutes 


Gibson brought up two sacks ot 


gold bars valued at $130,000. 


The story told by Winters had 


panned out. 


The tide was coming in very 


rapidly and the officers could not 


work very well as the balance of 


the missing gold, is. scattered 


along the mud near the trestle 


and is covered by six or seven 


feet of water at high tide. 


They were compelled to stop 


work until the tide begins -to re- 


cede, when the search for -the--*,-,-. 


gold" will be resumed.

no question but that all the gold 


bars will be recovered before the 


day is over. 


Winters says he was alone 


when he made the trips from the 


strong box to the little trestle, 


where he dumped the gold into 


the bay.

House than the average citizen, {or in 
the early days of the republic the ten- 
dencies were all the other way. 
John 


Adams, -who served as Vice-President 
through Washing-ton's two terms, suc- 
ceeded him as President, while Thomas 
Jefferson, 
who 
-was 
Secretary 
of. 


Stale under Washington and who suc- 
ceeded to the Vice-Presidency upon 
Adams' election to the White House, 
went up the ladder when Adams re- 
tired, and in turn became President. 
Then Madison, 
who was 
Jefferson's 


Secretary of Stale, succeeded him as 
President, Monroe, who became Mad- 
isons Secretary, followed a like course, 
and in turn Monroe's Secretary, John 
Quincy Adams, also took first honors 
later on. 


From this it will be seen that our po- 


litical 
forefathers were inclined 
to 


make the Presidency a matter of pro- 
motion, and everything practically ran 
upon that basis until the Civil War 
swept aside all the precedents, and in 
order to meet the new conditions that 
were created, 'brought about a different 
order of things. Since then the object 
has been to strengthen the ticket tay 
selecting the President and Vice-Presi- 
dent from 
different sections of 
the 


country, and In this way the personal 
merits of the secondary officers of State 
have become overlooked and the Presi- 
dential preparations have degenerated 


int.n nothing more nor less than a po- 
litical game. As tinder such a system 
(he personality of the Vice-President 
becomes lost, it is apparent that it re- 
quires a man of unusual strength and 
character to keep himself in evidence 
when his term expires.«f 


Although TCoosev-elt, therefore, 
is 


facing the precedent that 
no Viice- 


President has reached the White House 
since the War of the Rebellion, it looks 
as if he will break clown the barriers 


If anyone can. 
The policy he has in- 


augurated of keeping himself 
to the 


front, added to his natural self-assert- 
ilveness, will prevent his being over- 
shadowed by another man's glory, so 
the next National Convention is likely 
to prove a turning point in 'the 'polit- 
ical tide.

PRIMARY ELECTION TO BE HELD IN SAN FRANCISCO NEXT 


WEEK—THE POLITICAL CONDITIONS IN

' SSAX FRANCISCO, Augr. 10.—With 
the primaries 3n this city on Tuesday 
next will come one of the decisive hap- 
penings ol the Gubernatorial campaign 
of 1902 for the forces of Governor Gage 
and Tom Flint are lined up in tattle 
•array for the mastery, and their polit- 
ical destinies are in a large measure 
involved in the outcome. The issue is 
v clean-cut one with :the Governor, tor 
. B. quietus has 'been put upon all this 
-Talk about his Interfering 
with the 


'local politics of San Francisco, and 
everyone knows that he has.entered the 
erena for the sole purpose of protecting 
Ills interests a y«ar hence -when the 
t~tate Delegations are made up. 


v\'ith Flint it is somewhat different. 


•\Yhile his interests are naturally iden- 
tical with .those or.' Ruef and the Pri- 
mary League, no stand has been taken 
by that organization ,in his bohalt, nor 
is there likely to be a; this time, for to 
do so would deprive 'the reformers o£ 
their principal thunder, that is to say, 
of their claim that a clean municipal 
government is all they are 'seeking. 
In view of the developments of the past 
couple of weeks, though, the public 
will not have dust thrown in its eyes 
in that way, for it is apparent that the 
ulterior object of De Young- is to fur- 
ther his Senatorial aspirations, while as 
for Spreckels, he wants to either name 
i;-.e Mayor or the Governor. 


The logical sequence of all this is 


that a victory for the Ruef league next 
Tuesday would mean a big "boom for 
Flint's Gubernatorial candidacy, for 
that he is Spreckels' choice for State 
executive 'there is little doubt. In the 
first place, Flint was very active >ln 
securing for the Spreckels' interests a 
boom in beet sugar fanning 
in the 


coast counties, and then, aga.in, he is 
Senator Bard's choice 1'or Governor, 
and the Call Is naturally desirous of 
fostering that influence Jn view of the 
connections it made therewith at the 
time of Bard's election. It will surprise 
no one, .therefore, if sooner or later the 
Call hoists Flint's racing pennant, and 
it is this combination that Governor 
Gage realizes he will face on Tuesday 
next. 


As to the outcome, however no one 


conversant with the situation thinks 
that it is even In doubt. 
The Gage 


forces arc undoubtedly in full com- 
mand of the situation, for the ham- 
mering of the two morning: Republican 
dailies has had little effect with the 
politicians, 
and that is where the 


stmsgle has toeen so far. 
OE course, 


at the polls the people will assert them- 
selves, but it is doubtful if there will 
be a desire even among the Western 
Addition reformers to swing- more to 
the Ruef nominees than tc- the Tilden 
delegates. The reason for this is ithat 
there is a general realization that 
merely a political game is being- played 
and that instead of being Imbued with 
a sincere desire to reform and recon- 
struct municipal 
life, the Primary 


League 'is only another form of the 
very system it is crusading against. 
-In each instance the desire for control 
is so- as to assert 'individual interests, 
and that this is so- Is shown by the fact 
thait if the Primary League was really 
only seeking reform it would mot be 
officered by Ruef and his lieutenants, 
for they are classified as practical pol- 
iticians as much as anyone in the me- 
tropolis. 


The issue, therefore, will be fought 


out -upon its true lines, and this being 
so, the Gage forces have nothing: to 
fear. 
The combination of organized 


interests that is working in the Gov- 
ernor's behalf Js more powerful than 
nnything of that nature ever before in 
existence here and failure is seemingly 
impossible. The Tilden apportionment 
as 
recognized by the State 
Central 


Committee is in itself a mighty influ- 
ence at this timo, and a count of noses 
carries with it every assurance of vic- 
tory indeed, it is claimed that the 
Kuef. league will be '.beaten Hn every 
precinct in town. 


CONDITIONS IN" GENERAL,. 


When this fight is over the Governor 


can afford 'to 
take things 
easy for 


awhile, for if the result goes his way 
he will not only 'be in control of the 
local organization for his 
campaign 


next year, but the prestige of victory 
win have a pronounced effect upon his 
lights .elsewhere. The two-shouldered 
element that is always seeking to get 
in with the winners will flock to his 
banner, and although Flint will keep 
up his canvass 
just as diligently all 


along the line. Governor Gage will have 
a bigger handicap over him than ever.

Gubernatorial fight are San Francisco, 
Alameda and 
IAIS Angeles counties, 


from whence the heavy voting delega- 
tions come, and with San Francisco as- 
sured, Alameda safe ancl T.os Angeles 
1n croocl shape, Gage will have a com- 
paratively easy time of it.

them to spend the best years of their J 
lives imparting: that knowledge lo the fis- ' 
ing generation at salark-s so low as to ! 
barely lei live. 
The expense of obtain^ i 


ing a modern education,.under this v a u n t - j 
erl "free" system of ours, is rvery great, 
and surely teachers' should be allowed 
salaries conimensiinLte with the fnariy 
demands upon them, both social and oth- 
erwise, and common courtesy would s^em 
to demand that they not only be allov.cd 
tablecloths, but 
salaries 
sulficient for 


their many wants.
